American tastes and wants and needs. 

The latest Mlustration of the blundering wav in which trade is 
sometimes .carnied on with South America would be amusing were 
HM onot forthe fact that it has a decidedly bad efféct upon a people 
Whose respect many thoughttul .\mericans are at the present time 
striving earnestly to cultivate. The report comes from an American 
resident mone of the greater of the southern republics who says 
that recently American exporters have attempted to unload a con- 
sgninent of derby hats upon the ranchmen of the country. Of 
course, the attempt was unsuccessful. South American ranchmen 
do not wear derby hats. They wear sombreros, as a rule. Som- 
breros are worn in many parts of the United States. They are not 
worn tiany part of Germany. Yet the German exporters, it appears, 
send sombreros in great quantities to South America and find a ready 
sale for them. The German exporter has long since learned with 
reference to the South American trade and its demands what the 
\merican exporter has learned with regard to the trade of Europe. 

lt would seem, in view of this and many other similar incidents.

ments of Latin- America is one of the primary essentials to the build- 
ig up of business intercourse with its people, and it must strike even 
the casual observer that a long step in this direction would be the 
organization of an American business men’s excursion to the neigh- 
boring republics.
